S.R.O. 1000.—In exercise of the powers conferred py Section 128 of the States 
Reorganisation Act, 1956 (37 of 1956) the President hereby makes the following 
Order, namely:— 

1. (1) This Order may be called the States Reorganisation (Removal of Diffi¬ 
culties) Order, No. 4 of 1957. 

(2) It shall come Into force af once. 

2- The advances specified in column 2 of the Table below made out of the 
Contingency Fund of the State specified in the corresponding entry in column 1 of 
the said Table pending authorisation of such expenditure by the Legislature qf 
that State and remaining outstanding on the 31st October, 1956, are hereby 
authorised to be paid and applied from and out of the Consolidated Fund of that 
State for the Services and purposes expressed in the corresponding entry in column 
3 of the said Table: and the amount of advances so outstanding shall be paid into 
that Contingency Fund by debit to the Consolidated Fund of that State in the 
accounts (finaJ) for the month of October, 1956.
